Advices Irom Uuiiboo unnounoo the 
ejeotmcnti of a party of iniiiora who 
had troepassed on niiniug ground be- 
longing to tlio GrouHo (Jroolc Flumo 
Company. The cjoci,ii.cnt was mudo 
by viriuo of a dooiBion ot tbo Acting 
Gold Commiusiouer. Ab tbo question 
ia ao importaut ono aud ailecls tbo 
rights and privileges ol Flume Com- 
panioB generally io tbo OoioDy, ud ex- 
planation of the oircumBianooa that 
haTcj leid to the sail and tbo ejoctmont 
it) perbaps neoeasary. The tirouBo 
Creek Flame Company was formed 
more than three years ago for the 
purpose of working tho bud of tbo 
stream from which the Company i&kos 
its title.' The Company received a 
obarter irom tho Government and 
Bocurod tho rigbt to work lour and a. 
half miloa of ground wbicb waH then 
boliovrd and ia now known to bo 
higbly auriloroiiB. For thia privilogo 
it was stii)ulalod that, tiileon hundred 
foot of bod-.ruck Hume bhould bo laid 
within a epecilied time. Tho Company 
sot vigorously to work, and a largo 
sum of aionoy was expended in proa- 
pectitig tbo ground and in getting out 
lambor for tbo flume; but beforo tbo 
expiration of tbo time in which tbo 
flume was to be hud, it w;is louiid im- 
possible to complete tbo work wiiliin 
the period named, and an extension 
until the Ist June, 1867, was granted 
by Government to tbo Company. The 
number of feet of flume required to bo 
laid"''was also reduced from fifteen 
buDdi;ed to five bumhed feet, and tho 
work was being prot^oouted when, 
by 'means of a tuoool driven b; 
tho Flame Company's men the 
wondorful richDess of the claims 
held by tho Horron Company, which 
immediately adjoins that of tho 
Flnmo Coruj'auy, was domoniiLriited, 
aud Ibo valuo of tbo ground bold by 
tbo latter became sudden!}' greatly 
enhanced. About thia time the Com-i 
pany upjilicd to Government for tbo 
renewal of certain piivilegos connect- 
ed with tho charier, which Govern- 
mont declined to grant, alleging as a 
reason for tbo relusal tho extreme 
richness of the ground, and tbo im- 
propriety ot granting to one body ot 
men a tiact of land lour niilo:i and a 
quarter in cxtont, and known to be 
czoeedingly rich, to the exolaaion of 
tho labor , and capital of individual 
minors. Tbe Company then decided 
to perform the required work wiibin 
the stipulated time, and were prcpi r- 
ing to reanme operations, when Mr 
Cox, then 'Gold Commissioner of the 
distrint, piropOsed.tb'at as a oompro- 
midO Government shoald withdraw 
all stipulations and agromcnta rela- 
tive to tho flume if tbe Comj)aiiy 
would relinquish aU but twelve hun- 
dred and fil'Ly feet of tbe ground, so 
that tbe surrender ot the iruct. origin- 
ally granted might be thrown open 
to occupation by tho miners. This 
proposition, altei some hesilalion on 
tho part of tho Flume Company, was 
accepted, and tbu ground tbua vacated 
was immediately taken possessioo of 
by miners. By thia wipo arrangement 
upwards of '2-,UU0 leul uf ground, 
which would otberwiao have rom.ain- 
ed in tho bands of tbo Flume Com- 
pany, were at once rendered avails 
able for mining purposoa. It appears, 
however, that not only was tbo aban- 
doned traot taken up, but that the 
1250 loot reaorvod by tho Plumo Com- 
pany wore ''jumped" by a number of 
minors wbo organized under the title 
of tho Canadian Company, and pro- 
ceeded to sink a shaft. To ejeot these 
tTospassers, complaint was laid before 
Mr Spalding, tbo gentleman who suo'- 
cooded Mr Cox as Gold CommisHionLT, 
rnd a writ ol ejecLinont was (;riJerod to 
issue. This is a phiin stjiiemcnt cl 
tbi; case as related to us, and it it bu 
borne out by facta, tho tre.-iJ.iHseia 
have not a leg on which Lu stand. Undei 
any circumstances — au|i))using ihiU llu:
